NV  liat  tlio  i'iol>lii'\  i.-,fs  (IfMnaiid  is  a 
revolution  in  tlit-  cstaltlishi'd  order  of 
iiiodi'ni  socii'ty  uhieli  wonlil  deny 
aiitliority  imd  tliu  iiii'ans  of  livelihood 
to  any  htit  ♦hose  j)rot'i.ssinp  their  prin- 
eiph's.  They  would  have  Lalionr  own 
the  tools  of  prodnrtioii  ami  eontrol  thi' 
wo-ljsliops.  They  woidd  diviile  all 
land  anionj,'  the  peasants  anil  at^rietd- 
tiiral  labourers.

There  is  no  place  in  its  citizenship  for 
men  who  have  made  sufTieient  out  of 
their  own  efforts  to  retire  in  their  old 
ai:e  upon  their  little  savings.  Those 
who  (lireet  industrial  affairs,  the  pro- 
fe.ssional  men  and  women  who  eonduef 
trreat  departments  of  pidilie  lif.>,  arc 
aristocrats  or  bourfrcoisie  who  are  per- 
mitted to  live  only  at  tin-  discretion  of 
a  tyrannical  and  ignorant  party  exer- 
cising an  autocratic  power  as  despotic 
and    brutal    as    anything   in    historv.

They  ib'elnrml 
fliat  It  w!is  not  their  purpose  to  interfere 
in  any  way  with  tlio  stni;,'i;lo  between 
political  parties  now  ru^inR  in  i{ussia;  they 
di  sireil  only  from  tho  standpoint  of  liiimaii- 
ity  anil  in  tho  name  of  the  Oovernments 
whinh  thoy  ri'present,  to  expri'ss  their  most 
profound  iiidi;;ii,it  ion  ;it  llir  r.„'imi'  of  tiT 
ror  introdurcd  in  l'i'tro;;rad,  Mo-eow,  ete.

Thu  cxijeiieiicis  of  the  banks  aru 
(ii'scrihcd  by  Frederick  .M.  Corse,  Gen- 
eral .Manager  in  Ktissia  of  the  New 
^'oik  Life  Insurance  Company.  Mr. 
('(irsc  recently  returned  to  New  York 
City  after  seventeen  years'  residence 
in  Russia.    lie  says: 

•''I'lie  Volga  Kama  Bnnk  v.n^  one  of  tho 
lilij^est  and  riehest  in  I'etronrad.  It  waa 
r,lu>  tho  National  City  Bank  here.  I  had 
the  largest  account  in  it.  The  Bolshoviki, 
early  in  lin.S,  deposed  its  pre.si(]ent  and 
hnard  of  directors  anil  p\it  a  nian  who  had 
lieiii  the  hank '.s  rear  yardman  in  c'largc 
of  the  bank.  I  had  to  deal  uiih  hin.  and 
he  uas  still  there  when  I  left. 

"All  iiri\ato  ban.-s  had  this  same  experi- 
ence. Multiply  the  Volga  Kama  Bank's 
experience  by  a  thousaud  and  you  have  tho 
situation.  To  draw  J50  routdes  took  three 
days,  with  all  sorts  of  preliioiiuiries  such  a.s 
getting  perniits  and  \ises  in  difTerent  parts 
of  the  ■-•ity.  J'.ut  if  you  paid  to  certain 
lesser  Bolshevik  t unctionarics  25  per  cent. 
of  the  ainount  that  you  drew,  you  could 
draw  a  million   roubles. 

"When  I  left  Kussia,  the  cfficieni'v  of 
Indus' ries  had  been  reduced  70  per  cent., 
and  the  results  of  the  committee  system 
were  the  gradual  closing  of  factories  and 
shiiiis  everywhere.  There  is  ;i  lack  of 
ski  Med  men.  Cost  of  producTion  is  too 
hi^li.  The  labour  committees  are  utterly 
ignorant  of  administration,  nn<l  make  no 
I)ro\  ision  for  depreciation.  Much  machin- 
ery lias  been  wantonly  destroyed  by  rowdy- 
ism, spite  and  grudge." 

This  statenieiit  of  the  ruin  of  indus- 
try by  iiolslievisin  is  supported  from 
nutiierous  sources.  As  an  example  of 
repeated  press  statements,  tlie  follow- 
iiiS  from  Berne  lo  Tlir  N(tv  Yarh 
Tiiii' ^.    on     Peeemher     2^,    may    be

in  ainuist  all  tlie  5111  mills  and  factories 
controlled  by  the  State  expenses  have  con- 
siderably exceeded  receipts. 

"During  the  first  four  months  of  IDIS 
the  (lovcrnniont   paid  out  over  -toii,00l),UI)0 


roubh's  to  cover  these  deflcits,  and  has  been 
obliged  up  to  the  present  to  advance  over 
],Oii(», 11(1(1,000  roubles  to  the  factories  under 
its  control.  Technical  experts  assert  that 
Kiissiau  industry  has  been  crippled  for 
many  years  to  come  by  the  Bolshevist 
rc-gim.'.  ■' 

If  more  oftieial  information  is  de- 
manded, it  is  contained  in  numerous 
speeeiies  by  Mr.  Lhjyd  George.  Speak- 
ing on  production  in  a  great  state- 
ment to  Labour  dur-ng  the  recent  elec- 
lion  eami)aign,  he  said  : 

' '  Bidshevisin  is  the  poison  of  production; 
IvUssia  proves  that.  Kussia  will  not  liegin 
building  uj)  a  productive  .system  until  Bob 
s'  "visiu  lias  worked  itself  out.  Meanwhile 
there  will  be  great  sulTering  and  penury 
throughout  the  land  and  all  classes  will 
sulTer  alike." 

Again,  wiiile  condemning  class  gov- 
ernment in  his  tinal  campaign  speech, 
he  said : 

"In  Russia  you  have  got  now  the  claim 

th.'it  gdvernment  niust  be  entirely  in  tho 
hands  of  one  (dass.  They  won't  allovv  the 
other  classes  even  to  vote.  What  is  the 
result?  The  result  is  chaos,  anarchy,  con- 
fusion. lla\e  tho  working  classes  bene- 
fited? Taere  is  starvation  there,  there  are 
people  dying  by  scores  of  thousands  for 
want  of  food,  credit  is  gone,  there  is  no 
work,  there  are  massacres  all  over  the 
place,  ami  Heaven  knows  what  is  going  to 
happen  in  liussiu. 

Striking-  testimony  to  the  true  char- 
acter of  tiie  LoNlievi.st  reirime  is  con- 
tained in  an  tirticie  on  "Bolshevik  'In- 
dustrial (ioveriinient'  ",  [trepared  by 
(lustavus  Myers  for  the  Lea^nie  for 
National  Unity,  which  api^eared  in 
Thr  \(itioHtil  Civic  Fiuf ration  lir- 
rii  If  on  December  20.  In  this  article 
Professor  Ludovie  IL  Grondys.  a  So- 
cialist, ^nvcs  much  first-hand  informa- 
tion oathered  durino  a  long  tour  of 
Kussia  recently.  "At  the  outbreak  of 
the  war  he  was  Professor  of  Physics 
and  Mathematics  in  the  Technical  In- 
stitute of  Dordrecht.  Holland,  and 
als  1  one  of  the  editors  of  The  I'vivcrS' 
i'lj  ]!i  I'll  ir  of  I'hilosophji,  Holland. 
IIi^  is  now  correspondent  for  l/lllus- 
Iratioii  and  Lf  Tcmpfi.  En  route  to 
Siiiifia.  he  was  in  New  York  in  Octo- 
ber.  VM'^.  iiiid  tliere  srave  me  timple 


(li'tails  (»f  tlic  IJolslievik  .•xpcriment, 
He  said  :

as  also  >il..-ratPil  criminals  from  tlu-  pri- 
-ons  ill  Arosi'ow,  I'.'troi^'racl  ami  other 
I'lafes.  A  certain  nun.b.  r  of  tlu.so  exiled 
to  Siberia  under  the  old  r6j,'iine  were  politi- 
cal prisoners,  but  a  far  greater  niimbor 
were  actual  criminals. 

"  'The  first  thing  that  these  did  after 
Retting  back,  to  Russia  was  to  burn  courts 
and  police  courts.  Thev  thus  destrovcd 
records  and  Rogues'  Galleries.  With 'flio 
record.s  of  their  criminalitv  destroyed,  thev 
could  safely  pose  aa  political  martvrs,  'W:*"h 
great  assurance  they  did  so.  Thi.s  explains 
why  so  many  criminals  became  I'resMents 
of  Soviets,  and  this  helps  to  ex|.lain  also 
the  bloody  conflicts  between  villages,  and 
why  .«o  many  criminals  arc  in  control. 
Every  town  and  village  ha.s  the  right  to 
have  a  Revolutionary  Tribunal,  and  ran 
decree  anything  it  pleases.  All  laws  have 
been  abolished.  Only  those  having  certifi- 
cates of  being  thoroughgoing  Bolsheviki 
can  be  elected  to  Soviets  or  Revolutionary 
Tribunals.  The  principle  (!)  prevails  every- 
where that  'Anybody  who  has  been  in 
.Siberia  and  has  sufTcrcd  from  the  law  ought 
to  kno  V  something  about  it.' 

"While  on  the  subject  of  the  criminals 
running  Ru.ssia,  it  is  well  hero  to  advert 
to  a  description  of  some  of  them  given  by 
General  A.  Dobraianskv,  who  recently  ar- 
rived in  New  fork  Citv  as  the  representa- 
tive of  a  group  of  united  Russians.  Gen- 
eral Dobrajansky  says: 

"  'As  an  instance"  of  the  calibre  of  men 
composing  the  various  Soviets,  (self-elected 
rcpre.-^ej-itatives  of  the  Workmen's  and  Sol- 
diers   Committee^,  let  me  cite  a  few  names 
01  the  members  of  the  Soviet  of  BlagowMt- 
■hensk.     We  have  the  President,  lobelson, 
a    German    spy,    ex-jailbird    and    robber; 
-Mochm  of  the  Executive  Committee    a  de- 
serter from   the  Russian   army,  a  counter- 
eiter  and  ex-jailhird:  his  assistant    Tchat- 
kovsky,  also  an   ex-jailbird:   Commissioner 
of  Iri.snns,  EmilianolT,  ex-jailbird  and  rob- 
ber; his  assistant.  NakilefT,  prevlonslv  con- 
demned  to   iai!   for  robbery;   the   Commis- 
sioner of  Fond,  who  was  convicted  for  mis- 
appropriation of  funds;   Korovin,  Commis- 
sioner of   Schools,   an   ex-jailbird-   Til'ick 
convicted   for  robbery,   now   Commissioner 
of  Finance;  Mithin,  Commissioner  of  Mili- 
tia, an  ex-jailbird,  and  finally,  we  have  as 
Commissioner  of  Healili,  an  illiterate  peas- 
ant.    And   these   are  tlie  nien  wl.,)  are  at 
the  head  of  aflfairs  in  Russia  to-day!  ' 
"To   retu.      now   to  Professor  Grondv'a 
atement: 


"  'Does  the  Soviet  system  represent  the 
peoj'o'.s  willf  you  ask.  It  does  not.  It  is 
forced  on  the  people.  There  are  no  real 
elections.  The  Bolshevik!  u.so  the  Red 
Guards  to  pack  assemblies  and  force  their 
candidates.  Vorers  arc  ex'-lusively  Bclshe- 
viki,  an.l  only  Bolsheviki  or  those  having 
no  prope-ty  can  be  eligible  to  oflico.  This 
claim  of  Bolsheviki  being  propertyless  is 
liut  true.  Many  of  them  have  ania,ssed 
money.  In  all  my  tour  I  met  only  a  few 
of  them  who  were  honest.  Schoolmasters 
are  not  eligible  for  Bolshevik  village 
Soviets.  They  are  too  intelligent,  and  arc 
regarded  as  intellectuals. 

"  'Soviets  have  been  the  great  craze. 
K\ery  great  apartment  house  has  a  Soviet. 
Every  facton,-  was  put  under  the  domina- 
tion of  a  so-called  Council  of  Workmen. 
I  personally  saw  the  application  of  the 
theory  to  many  factories.  For  example, 
Koopp's  agricultural  machine  factory,  em- 
ploying 500  men,  at  .Mexandroffsky,  near 
Ristoff.  The  Council  of  Workmen  in  this 
factory  voted  to  make  Koopp  an  employee 
at  500  roubles  a  month,  and  made  one"  of 
the  loudest  talking  workmen  (who  was  also 
I'resideut  of  ihe  Soviet),  Dirertur  of  the 
factory.  They  voted  themselves  salary  in- 
crea.ses  of  from  SOO  to  1,000  per  cent. 

"  'Every  day  the   workmen   held   meet- 
ings,  sometimes   lasting   .several   hours,   in 
the   factory.     There    they   discussed    their 
rights  and  privileccs,  but  the  words  duties 
and    obligations    were    unknown    to    them. 
They  also  voted  themselves  tiie  right,  'as 
an    intellectual    necessity',    to   read    news- 
papers   during    supposed    working    hours. 
Nominally,  they  'werked'  eight  hours,  hut 
literally,  not  more  than  four  and  a  half  a 
day.      But    they    paid    themselves    for   all 
time  spent  in  meetings,  reading  newspapers 
and   lo.'ifing.     The  funds  they  obtained  by 
rifling  the  factory  vaults,  and  when  they 
were  empty,   they  went   to  Koopp's  house 
.■ind  to  the  banks  where  he  kept  his  private 
account,  and  under  threat   of  using  arms, 
look  away   what  monev  remained,  "in  all, 
thev  s."i/e,l  about  l.OdO.OOO  roubles.     Many 
of  his  workmen  were  members  of  the  Reil 
Guard.     If  one  of  these  Re.i  Guards  slaved 
;i'  the  fa.'torv  twcdve  hours  a  day  with'his 
r  lie  he  woul.l  jml   in  a  claim  for  overtime 
nnd  li:oi  to  be  paid  from  the  factory  funds. 
Workmen  brought  in  their  girls  to 'the  fac- 
t'Tv    at    ni;,'lit.   and    voted    themselves   pav 
for    this    'overtime'.      After   the    Germans 
took  RostofT.  Koopp's  factory  was  returned 
to  him. 

"  'This  is  a  typical  instance  of  what  has 
lia|ipcned  everyuliere  in  Russia  under  Bol- 
shevik power.  Many  of  the  technical  stalT 
of  Uie  factories  Were  killed  on  the  charge 
"f  their  being  'bourgeoisie'.  Afaiiy  other 
.■ohriinistrati.is.  exp.Tts.  foremen  an.l  other.i 
lie, I.  Still  „(!,,. rs  ,  f  the  teHinic.l  -taQ-

Not  tiirough 
Bolshevism   will   the   world-dreain   of 
peai-,.  he  realized  or  people  he  made 
happier.     With    it   there   ean    be   no 
safety  for  democracy.     Under  its  lim- 
ited   vision    only    the    drones    of   the 
tuitions  survive.     Tiie  temper  that  is 
iircded  to  repair  the  ravages  of  war 
and   to  reeonstruet  the  worhl   is  the 
temper  that  found  e.xpression  in  the 
final  campaign  speech  of  .Mr.   Llovd 
Oeorge  in  the  recent  British  eh-ctions. 
We  have  already  (pioted  his  condemna- 
tion of  Bolshevism  as  the  poison  of 
production : 


"There  is  one  condition,"  he  said,  "for 
the  success  of  all  effort-s  to  inorcn.ie  the 
output  of  this  country — confidence.  .  .  You 
must  t;ive  confidence  to  all  clas.scs,  -onlld- 
eucc  to  tho.-e  who  have  brain.s,  to  rliose  who 
iiuve  capital,  and  to  those  with  lioiirts  and 
huiids  to  work.  I  say  to  labour:  You  shall 
have  justice;  you  shall  have  fair  trcatjiicnl, 
a  fair  share  of  the  amenities  of  life,  and' 
your  children  shall  have  evjual  opportunity's 
with  the  children  of  tlie  rich.  To  capital 
r  s.iy:    You  shall  not  bo  plundered  or  [wn-

tor  you,  and  the  future  is  free  for  all  the 
enterprise  or  audacitv  von  can  (:\\o  us 
But  there  must  be  an  c  ,ual  justice,  t.abnur 
"■■■>*  ha\c  hajjine.-?  in  its  heart.  We'll 
put  up  with  no  sueatinR.  Labour  ;,  to 
liave  Its  Just  reward.  And  when  the  whole 
world  sees  that  wealth  lies  in  production, 
Miat  pr..ductian  can  be  cuormnuslv  in- 
creased, with  higher  wages  and  shorter 
hours,  and  when  the  clas.s.H  feel  confi.icnce 
:n  each  other,  and  trust  o;udi  oth.T.  there 
will  bo  abundance  to  rerpiito  the  tn^l  an<) 
to  gladden  the  hearts  of  all.  We  .an 
change   the   uhoU-   face  of  existence," 

The  .salvation  of  the  future  is  i.ot  to 
he  found  in  contliet  between  ci.'sses.
